Her application to 
study did not seem excessive. 
Sho 


worked only a little harder than is 
common, so far as such work can bo 
measured by the time devoted to it, and 
she took time enough for sleep. 
Yet 


she was eager and anxious and some- 
what fearful of being excelled in her 
class; and so, without knowing that 
she did so, she made heavier demands 
upon her strength than sho was able tj 
meet with safety. 


Examination day came, and sho con- 


quered. Thou sho threw herself down 
upon a sofa to sleep, and ftdl into a 
state of coma from which it was im- 
possible to arotiso her for nearly a 
week. 
From that day—now about 


three years gone—to this, she has been 
unable to rise from her couch. 
Tho 


girl is a wreck; her intellect is shatter- 
ed, and every hour of l i t ; is a torture 
to her. 


Tho boy was a bright fellow not over 


ambitious on his own account, but 
lovingly ambitious lo gratify his fath- 
er's pride in him. Iu all his studies 
but one ho, had plain sailing enough, 
but in that one—Latin—ho encounter- 
ed unusual dillicnlty beeauso of sorno 
peculiar want of "adaptation to the 
study of languages. 
lie failed in an 


examination, and his father foolishly 
manifested a good deal of niortilica- 
tion over the occurrence. 
The poor 


hoy was resolute in his determination 
to spare his father a second humilia- 
tion of the kind, and so he drove him- 
self unmercifully in his study. Night 
after night ho aroso from his bod as 
soou lis the house was still, and soorot- 
ly worked at his Latin u n t i l near the 
gray of tho morning. Nobody knew of 
this excess, and tho father would have 
forbidden il had ho known. 
Hut pres- 


ently tho collapse came. 
The boy's 


nervous system gave way under the 
strain,-and it is now a serious ((uestion 
whether his restoration even to a toler- 
able health will over be cll'ected by tho 
rest and out-door life ordered for him 
as Iho last small hopo of saving him, 


These are but sample cases. 
There 


are hundreds of others like them, and 
there aro thousands in which no col- 
lapse comes, but iu which grave injury 
is nevertheless douo to mind or bodv, 
or both. 
Bright boys and girls are ed- 


ucated into dullmeu or women; healthy 
boys and girls are converted bv educa- 
tional processes into nervous," queru- 
lous hypochondriacs, or are trained 
inlo incipient consumption or heart

spoils as well as shortens their lives. 


Is it not worth while to ask ourselves 


seriously whether, in our "hi^h pres- 
sure" system of education, the pressure 
is not dangerously hiirli? Do not the 
emulations of the school-room, tho in- 
influence of teachers, and the sense- 
less rivalries created by the marking 
and examination systems nll'oi'd quite 
all the stimulus that can bo safely put 
upon childhood? And, above all, do 
wo not mislead children to their hurt 
by placing, or seeming to place, a high- 
er value upon school success than such 
success actually has? Suppose a boy 
stands rathor low in his class, what 
then? Does it follow that he is lacking 
in capacity, or even that ho has any 
constitulioual and permanent l:i«k of 
industry? 
Surely nobody who has 


boon at pains to observe the facts of 
lifo can hold such an opinion, 
At the 


end of our late war a young man was 
graduated at the top of his class at 
West Point, and a friend said to him: 
•'Well, X., your career is secure, of 
course." 
"I am not so sure of that," 


was the reply; "I have graduated at 
the top of my class, it is true, but there 
is Grant, you know, who graduated at 
the bottom of his, and ho isn't quito a 
failure in life." 
' 


Moreover, and apart from all this, 


tho fact remains that somo minds ma- 
ture more slowly than others, and somo 
acqrtiro much more slowly, whilo ac- 
quiring with admirable ccrlainty, and 
assimilating; knowledge mosl profita- 
bly. 
These miss examinations fre- 


quently, and aro not tho worse but the 
bettor for reading them, because there 
is prolil for such minds in going twice 
over given ground. la any case, a 
failure in examination is not disgrace- 
ful, and it is false and hurtful for par- 
ents and teachers to troat It as if it 
wore in somo way shameful. 
That 


way disaster lies. —Acw York Commer- 
cial Advertiser.

\l afton cultivates 


in young won and women tho habit of 
writing withput having anything to 
say, which is a thoroughly bad habit. 
It also naturally results in plagiarism. 
If there is any one fact which tho 
school ought to teach il is that words 
should bo written only to express ideas. 
The plan of making pupils write so as 
to get forms of expression in which to 
put ideas in tho future, if they over 
chance to, have a:iy, never ought to bo 
toleraled. We tliink it should bo ex- 
pected th,at wh|lo this system is contin- 
ued the pujiila will continue to steal 
the ideas, an,d for our part we are, will' 
ing to fqrgiyo them it they do, 


The emphasis laid upon primary od- 


ucalion, and tho preparation, of teach- 
ers for primary schools, is beginning 
to hayo A notcwdl'-tiiy. ofloot in the 
school systems of our large cities. 
Primary work is discovered lo have 
many attractions. 
For in :v school of 


small children, government is easy 
and accomplished mainly by gentle 
moans. There is, moreover, something 
very attractive lo a bright and intelli- 
gent younj woman in tho modern 
methods of teaching young children. 
Sho is to be entertaining, lively, fertile 
in new devices, to win the loye and. ad- 
miratiqn, qf a company of ilooilo little 
children), JJor work is almost entirely 
confined to the schoolroom. There 


aro no tiresome exorcises to bo looked 
over out of school hours, no piles of 
dry examination papers lo bo road on 
Saturdays and in tho evenings. 
In tho 


intormediato and grammar grades, on 
the other hand, there aro intract'ablo 
pupils lo manage; tho forces of evil in 
the child aro gathering strength and 
must bo met with lirinnoss, patience 
and wisdom. It will be essential be- 
fore long to give more alter.ti in to tho 
methods of teaching and management 
iu intormodialo and grades. — Wiscon- 
sin tfont'tiLll of Education.

in '-19. 
I was then pretty young in 


tho profession, wilh no very great in- 
come, aud Joe Clark's invitation to 
spend a few days at tho Falls was 
hailed by me with all tho satisfaction 
in the world. 


"Joo's father was Lot Clark, pro- 


prietor of tho Cataract House, nnd tho 
owner of a big slico of olhor Niagara 
Falls property. 
When I arrived tTioro 


I found thai among tho personal guests 
of tho elder Clark wore Henry Clay 
and his son's wi(e. You may imagine 
that to livo in tho houso with the great 
Kentuckian, lo bo in his socloly daily 
and lo bo talked to by him, was a 
bonanza for mo. 


"What was Clay like? Well, il is n 


hard mailer lo describe him adequate- 
ly, for words can never paint tho ex- 
quisite charm of his manner. 
Before I 


had boen with him long I understood 
his extraordinary power wilh the pub- 
lic, but it is impossible for mo to an- 
alyze it. In slaturo ho was very tall, 
over six feet, his bearing was erect, his 
faco was Ihiu and his nose was aqui- 
lino. 
Every movement was the pcr- 


foclion of grace, and with lhat ho un- 
consciously united a commanding dig- 
nity that bespoke tho iunato greatness 
of the man. 


"His voice! Ah, that was wonder-

it—melodious, sonorous, rich.

tone was perfectly modulated, and it 
foil upon the ear with a sound sweeter 
than silver bolls. 
His gesture—uol Iho 


studied, oratorical gestures, but those 
which ho habitually or involuntarily 
made in conversation—wore

than his marvoloiiH 


voice. 
You may think that I am 


drawing on my imagination or that 1 
am over-enthusiastic; but it is a fact 
thai in all my career I novor mot an- 
other man with such winning ways, 
such magnetism and charm as Clay's. 


"I remember tliat ono of tho ladies 


al tho Cataract House on that occasion 
was Miss Elliott, daughter of Judgo 
Elliott, who presided over a largo ju- 
dicial district in Canada.

What fortiinale strains of blood have 
gone for the formation of that delicate 
yet potent brain tissue! What happy 
intluciii-es have met for tho develop- 
ment (/f its marvelous capacities! What 
iravail, what throbbing temples, what 
tension of every mental libre, what 
conflicts, what hopes, what illusions, 
what disappointments, what triumphs, 
lie recorded between the covers of that 
volume on tho bookseller's counter! 
And shall tho work which, drained its 
author's life-blood ho tlio prey of tho 
first vampire that chooses to flap his 
penny-edition wings over his unprotect- 
ed and hapless victim? 


This is the wrong we would put an 


end to. The British author, whose 
stolen works are in tho hands of the 
vast American reading public, may 
possibly riceivo a small pension if ho 
oomo to want in his old age.

best but a small one. Shall not our 
English-writing brother have his fail- 
day's wage for his fair day's work in 
furnishing us with instruction and en- 
tertainment?

His books may be 


on every stall in Europe, in thoir owu 
or in foreign tongues, but his only 
compensation is the free-will

of some liberal-minded publisher.

I think 
especially of those who are iu the flow- 
er of their productive period, and those 
who arc just coming into their time of 
inflorescence.

tremendous force. Scores of men were 
at work all day cleaning the. streets of 
broken trees, great pieces of tin, bro- 
ken roof timbers, and bricks. 


The smaller streets between Second 


and Fourth, in which tli3 poorer peo- 
ple reside, appear to have suffered 
most. 
In many of them not only were 


the roofs taken away from whole rows 
of buildings, but the second and third

street, between Third and Fourth, the 
whole fronts of several houses were 
blown out after the roofs had gone 
flying into the air, leaving the beds, 
bedding, and furniture exposed to the 
pitilers storm.

Faith Healing a Fact, 1 . 


There can bo no question that faith 


healing is a fact. 
The brain is not 


simply tho organ of the mind; it is also 
tho chief center, or.series of cantors, of 
tho nervous system by which the wholo 
body is energized, and its component 
parts, with their several functions, iwo 
governed and regulated. There is no 
inirac'ic in healing by faith; whereas, 
it would be a miracle if, the organism 
bojng constituted at it is. and the laws 
of lif« such as they are, faith healing 
under favorablo conditions did not oc- 
cur. Tlio fallacy of those who pro- 
claim faith healing as a religious func- 
tion lies in the fact that they misunder- 
stand ami misinterpret their own form- 
ula. 


It i-i tho faith that heals, not the hy- 


pothecated source, or object, of faith 
ouUido the subject of f.dth. Tho wlioln 
process is self-contained. 
Nothing is 


dono for the believer; his act of believ- 
ing is the motor force of his curu. 
We 


all remember tho old trick of making 
a mau ill by persistently telling him IHI 
ia ill until ho believes it. The contrary 
of this is making a man wi'll by induc- 
ing him to believo himself to be .so. 
Tho number of the "miracles" per- 
formed will be the precise number of 
persons who nru capable of being 
thrown into a state of mind and body 
in which "faith" dominates the organic 
stale. 1'athologists will limit the urea 
of this process to tho province of func- 
tional disease; but we arc not sure that 
they are justiliod by scioutilic facts iu 
making this limitation. It must not 
be forgotten that function goes before 
organism in development, and that 
there are large classes of cases in which 
the disabilities of a diseased organ for 
a fair performance of its functions are 
mainly duo to a want of power or irreg- 
ularity iu action. 
And it i.s a fact iu 


pathology that if the function of au or- 
gan bo maintained or restored, uuioh 
of the destructive metamorphosis duo 
to proliferation of connective tissue, 
fatty deposit, or even certain forms of 
atrophic change in which tho nuclei of 
cell-life aro rathor denuded than de- 
stroyed, may bo arrested and to somo 
extent repaired. The vis riedicatrix 
natune is a very potent factor in tlio 
amelioration of disease, if only it bo 
allowed fuir play. 
An exercise of 


"faith" as a rulo suspends the opera- 
tion of adverse intluoucos, ami appeals 
strongly through tho consciousness to 
tho inner and underlying faculty of 
vital force. There aro many intract- 
ablo cases in every practice which 
might bo "cured by faith." 
It is well 


tliat these poor persons should bo bene- 
fited by some meuns, it mutters littio 
what; aud it' they can bo "healed by 
faith" wo ought to bo very glad, and 
thankful, too, for tho ruistukoii y.eal of 
those who, being wenk-iuiudod them- 
selves, make dupes of other weak- 
minded folk to their advantage. 
This 


is a blind leading the blind in \\hu-li 
they do not fall into the ditch, but by a 
happy combination of circumstances, 
actually osc.'ipo dauber mid gain some- 
thing to boot.

Toward the end of the thirteenth cent* 


ury iu Fr.ince, under I'liilip. the Fair, 
thu headdress was nothing more than 
a simple arrangement of the hair. This 
mode came from Italy, where simple 
and elegant lioaddrc.ssiug was the fash; 
ion during the middle ages. Iu tho 
first st;'lo adopted tlio parting passed 
over the head from ouo ear to the other, 
the front portion of the hair being oar- 
ried to tlio forehead and frizzed, whilo 
the latter part was divided into two 
long plaits, which, being crossed over 
the neck, were made to meet again at 
the top of the forehead, and formed a 
diadem of hair. 


A rather curious arrangement of the 


hair came into vogue in 1U30. The hair 
was parted in the middle, two very 
short locks licing made to curve out on 
either side ol the forehead; the two hind 
plaits were then crossed and brought 
under the oars lip the sides of the face, 
being fastened among tho hair, which 
hung loosely on the sides of the head. 
In 1340 the two plaits were carried up 
the sides of tho face, having botwcou 
them and the cheeks a long piece of 
straight hair cut squarely to the length 
of tho plaits. In the frescoes of tho 
chapel of St. Stephen's, Westminster, 
Queen Philippa aud her three daugh- 
ters wore represented with their hair 
thus arranged. 
This fashion produced 


a very stiff and ugly result, and tho 
next was little bettor, 
Tlio front aud 


back hair having been divided into two 
tresses, tho skull was covered with a 
coif, and the front tresses each carried 
under the oars and made into large 
rolls, whilo tho back hair was brought 
forward over tho border of tho coif. 
The result was to produce two groat 
bosses of hair, resembling short horns, 
on either side of the head. An English 
royal MS., of the date of 1335, says: 
"What shall wo say of the ladies when 
they come to festivals? They look at 
each other's heads, and carry bosses 
like horned boasts.

At least 
the following recently occurred in New 
Jersey: A Philadelphia Flint Jack se- 
cured a half-decayed skeleton from a 
Potter's field in the vicinity, and plac- 
ed it in a shallow excavation on tho 
wasting bank of a creek iu New Jer- 
sey, whoro Indian relics were fre- 
quently found. 'With it ho placed a 
steatite tobacco-pipe of his own make, 
steatite carving of an eagle's head, aad 
beads; with these were thrown num- I 
bers of genuine arrow-heads and frajj- ! 
ments of pottery. Tho earth was black- 
ened with powdered charcoal. 
This 


"plant" was made in November, and, 
in the following March, 
during tho 


prevalence of high waters and local 
froshots, ho announced to an enthusi- 
astic collector that ho knew the loca- 
tion of an Indian grave, and offered lo 
take him thither for fifty dollars, 
the 


money to be paid if tho search provod 
successful, which of course it did. Tho 
cranium of that Philadelphia pauper 
passed through several craniologists1 
hands, and was gravely remarked upon 
as of unusual interest, as it was a 
marked dolichocephalic skull, whereas 
the Delaware Indians were 
brachy-

Preserved Walnuts. 


Preserved walnuts are delicious, nnd 


well repay the trouble of preparing 
them. The nuts should bo gathered 
before the end of June, and must be 
without the inner shell nnd free from 
spots. There is an old saying that nuts 
gathered on St. John's day, Juno 24, 
will b3 in prime condition. 
For each 


prund of walnuts take one pound of 
sugar, some cloves and 
cinnamon. 


Prick the nuts with a sharp wooden 
skewer in several places; lay them in 
a largo bowl and cover them with 
fresh water, which must bo changed 
three times a day; leave them in water 
fourteen days. At the end of this time 
cook them quite soft, changing the 
water once; let them remain in cold 
water over night, and Ihn nexl morn- 
ing let them drain thoroughly by plac- 
ing them on a sieve. 
In ono sido of 


each nnt stick a clove without tho 
blossom, and in the other a piece of 
cinnamon. Then clarify the sugar in 
this way: 
To each pound of sugar add 


a gill of water and cook until quite 
clear, taking off any scum that may 
form; for each pound of sugar add tho 
juice of one lemon; then boil the nuts 
for a few moments iu the sugar. 
Let 


the nuts remain in tho sirup for three 
days, and then pour off the sirup and 
boil it for live minutes. Put the nuts 
in jars and pour the sirup, cold, over 
them. Should bits of the shell separate 
from the nuts strain the sirup before 
the second boiling, so that it may bo 
perfectly clear, •although no harm is 
done by leaving the bits in.—N. Y. 
(Jaiiuiwic'al Advertiser.
